THE DELHI HIGH COURT (AMENDMENJ) ACT, 1991 

(No. 60 OF 1991) 

[28th December, 1991-] 

An Act further to amend the Delhi High Court Act, 1966. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Delhi High Court (Amendment) 
Act, 1991. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

3. In the Punjab Courts Act, 1918, as in force in the Union territory

entertain such suit or proceedings had such suit or proceedings been 
Instituted or filed for the first time after such commencement.
